John Jacoh Astor’s famous mountain bat- 
tery, the only one of its kind in the service 
of the United States, passed through St. 
Louls Wednesday morning en route to Ma- 
Mila. It numbers “ men and three officers. 

The battery looks like the work of a 
millionaire, contrasting al! to its advan- 
fage with many other troops that have 
Passed through St. Louis since war began. 
It also looka like a lot of college athletes 
togged up in soldier clothes and out for a 
lark. The members do a lot of larking, 
too, but they are :eady for serious work, 
whether it be fistcuffs or real bloody hat- 
tie, whenever the oppurtunity presents Ii- 
self. 

The battery came in at 7:15 o'clock over 
the Vandalia Line from New York. Its 
train consisted of a red Vandalia chiir 
car, three rather old and_ dilapidated 
sleepers and three baggage cars, one 
loaded with commissary stores, another 
with the six guns and the third with fleld 
provisions. The last two named cars were 
kept securely locked and nobody got a 
glimpse of the wonderful Hotchkiss 12- 
pound mountain guns that came all the 
way from England and are the only ones 
in use in this country.

HARBOR OF GUANTANAMO, June 14, 
via Kingston, Jamaica, June 1..—Two more 
Americans are killed and four wounded in 
repelling the attacks of the Spanish guer- 
rillas on the hill occupied by Huntington’s 
marines on Guantanamo Harbor.

It was dur- 
ing this fight that Wallace and Tauman fell 
over the cliff. 

Fifteen dead Spaniards, including one 
lieutenant, were found in the fort. 

While their comrades were burying the 
bodies of Dr. Gibbs and Privates McColgand 
and Dunphy, Sunday, the Spaniards fired at 
the funeral party, but none of the shots 
took effect. 

There is some conflict as to the precise 
mature of the casualties on the American 
side. One report says that Sergeant Major 
Henry Goode and Private Tauman were 
killed, the former by a bullMt and the lat- 
ter by a fall from the cliff, and that four 
four privates were wounded.

The peopse felt that a new trial 
meant that the case would be sent to an- 
other county, and perhaps result tn his be- 
ing acquitted. 

The officers slipped Foley away from the 
courthouse, putting him among the jury- 
men in Mrs. Carr's case. They were taken 
In a body to the Sheriff's house, and Foley 
was not noticed among them. Deputy Sher- 
iff Ed Cave hurriedly drove from town with 
the prisoner. The mob left before finishing 
breaking into the jail. It is supposed they

ST. LOUIS, June 15. 

On slightly firmer cables, some further unfavorable 
Weather and damage reports, and the transfer to 
Armour of the Leiter cash wheat, the market opened 
firmer this morning. 

The transfer to Armour of Leiter's wheat has had 
the effect of measureably restoring confidence, and 
the feeling is that this disposition of affairs will 
prevent such a large stock being sacrificed and so 
stampeding the market On the other hand, this 
accumulation can only be worked off gradually, as 
any attempt to unload in large lots when strength 
is shown, will pull prices down, and as no such_at- 
tempt is likely to be made, the general effect 
Will be to ste ady the market. 

The New York and Chicago markets opened firmer 
and higher, but the indications were that the trad- 
ing was not heavy, as the variations after the 
opening were only fractional before call time.

Exports of oats 
for fiscal year ending July 1 will be more than 
double any previous year except 1807, aud 50 per 
cent larger than that year. ‘
